CHOLERA APPEARS 
AROUND VIENNA.

LONDON, Sept. 27.—A dispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph Company 
from Rome says that a message re- 
ceived there from Vienna states that 
government bacteriologists have 
definitely established the presence of 
Asiatic cholera among the 70,000 
wounded in the hospitals of Vienna. 


It has been stated officially that an 
isolated case of cholera was dis- 
covered among Austrian soldiers who 
had returned wounded from Galicia 
and unofficial advices received earlier 
from Vienna by way of Venice said 
that a total of nine cases of the dis- 
ease had been discovered among the 
wounded soldiers. These cases, how- 
ever, were reported from widely sep- 
arated points.

with which it has been directed. By 
their campaign in East Prussia they 
led the Germans on to deliver a “plow 
in the air” which had no result ex- 
cept to weaken their resistance in the 
south. Having driven back the Aus- 
trian invasion, the Russians have now 
cleared the way for an advance that 
will force the withdrawal of the Ger- 
man army in the north. The Russians 
are now advancing in a force that 
will require every man that Germany 
can put in the field to hold back the 
invasion from her capital.

Rockefeller Foundation Gives Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars Toward 
New York Association.

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Cornelius 
N. Bliss, Jr., president of the New 
York Association for Improving Con- 
ditions of the Poor, announced today 
that the association has received from 
the Rockefeller Foundation a gift of 
$200,000 to be used during the next 
ten years for pensioning widows with 
dependent families now in the care of 
the association’s bureau of relief. This, 
it is stated, is the first turn in the 
campaign the organization is making 
to determine whether private agencies 
can secure funds adequately to pen- 
sion needy families or widows. 


GERMANS FOILED, 
SAY RUSSIANS. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.} 
PETROGRAD, Sept. 27.--The Gen- 
eral Staff today gave out the follow- 
ing official statement: 
“The German attempts to cross the 
River Nieman, near Druseniki (Rus- 
sian Poland) have been foiled by our 


forces. The German artillery has been 
unable to oppose our offensive move- 
ment near Sopotzkin. The German re- 
treat towards the government of Su-. 
walki has become general. The fort- 
ress of Ossowetz continues to resist 
the German heavy siege artillery with 
success. 

“The fights in Galicia have been 
marked by especial tenacity, particu- 
larly at a hill where the Hungarians 
were dislodged from three positions 
and withdrew in disorder. We have 
taken a whole battery and several hun- 
dred prisoners. The pursuit of the 
enemy continues. 

“All communications with Przemysl 
are cut. The defense of the fortress 
there remains passive. Deserters say 
they heard that great trouble had been 
encountered in the garrison. The 
fords of the River Vislok are occupied 
by the Russians. The Austrian rear 
guards have fallen back towards 
Dounatietz.”

RESCUES CREW 
BEFORE WRECK. 


The Tahoma Gets Survivors, 
Then Grounds Herself. 


Revenue Cutter Unique Fea- 
ture in Coast’s History. 


All Men are Picked up by the 
Steamer Cordova, 


(BY AP. NIGHT WIRE) 

SEATTLE (Wash.) Sept. 27.—Of- 
ficials of the United States revenue 
cutter service here say that when the 
Tahoma was wrecked between Kiska 
and Agattu Islands a week ago today 
she had aboard nine officers and a 
crew of sixty-three men, in addition to 
the crew of an unnamed vessel 
wrecked somewhere in the Somichi 
islands. This crew the Tahoma res- 
cued the day before she herself met 
with disaster. 


Those who were on board when she]. 


struck were obliged to take to the 
whaleboats, as the Tahoma did not 
have her launch with her. It is stated 
she had five whaleboats, fully 
equipped for emergencies with sails, 
water and provisions. These boats are 
capable of carrying from eighteen to 
thirty passengers and they are able to 
weather tremendous seas. 

It is not believed that the Tahome 
had more than ninety persons aboard, 
all told, and the scene of the disas- 
ter is not more than a day’s sail in the 
whaleboats from the nearest land. 

CREW PICKED UP. 
{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Four of- 
fiCcers and fifty-six men aboard the 
revenue cutter Tahoma when she went 
ashore on the Western Aleutian Is- 
lands last week have been picked up 
by the steamer Cordova and survey 
ship Patterson, near Agattu Island. 
Advices today to revenue cutter head- 
quarters said search now was pro- 
ceeding for twenty-three others from 
the Tahoma, who landed from boats 
on islands near-by. 

The message added that the Ta- 
homa’s decks were awash, indicating 
that the ship would be a total loss. No 
details of the condition of the rescued 
men were given, but it was said they 
probably had not been compelled to 
face great hardships, inasmuch as 
plenty of supplies and clothing were 
available from the cutter.

King and Government Secure 
Behind Ramparts. 


Antwerp, now the temporary seat 
of the government of Belgium, may 
be spoken of as the San Francisco of 
The Netherlands. With its docks and 
wharves, its shipping and its sea-far- 


mriing air it is one of the great ports 


of the world. It has a bustling com- 


merce and an active municipal life 
and although less fascinating ‘and 
brilliant than Brussels it is one of 
the most interesting Belgian cities. 

As @ port Antwerp differs from Los 
Angeles and San Francisco in that it 
ig fifty miles from the open sea. It 
lies upon the banks of the Scneldt, 
an important river of Belgium, which 
at Antwerp is about 1600 feet wide. 
This river is connected by canals with 
the chief cities of Belgium and North- 
and is one of the im- 
portant commercial waterways of Eu- 
rope. Antwerp is essentially médern, 
only a small element of medievalism 
remaining outside of the famous pub- 
iic buildings, the beautiful and ancient 
Cathedral of Notre Dame, the Church 
of St. Jacques, the Westminster Ab- 
bey of Antwerp, the curious Guild 
Houses and 8t. Paul's, 
the sixteenth century, with, magniti 
cent renaissance choir stalls and 
carved confessionals. 

It may be doubted whether the 
German troops will make any reai 
attack upon Antwerp ovecause it is 
so strongly fortified 
vidioned that it can offer resistance 
for months to a hostile force. It is, 
in fact, one of Europe's strongest for- 
iresses. Besides the outlying forts, 
constructed with extraordinary skill, 
there is an inner line of fortifications 
ouilt in a@ semi-circle. The way in 
which the Belgian troops held the 
Liege forts gives the world an idea 
of what they could do behind the 
ramparts of Antwerp. 

Antwerp is some thirty miles from 
Brussels and upon entering it one 
receives a vivid impression of activity 
and prosperity. With a population 
of nearly 400,000, including its sub- 
urbs, and with an admirable situation 
wonderfully adapted for develop- 
ment, ita position as a trading port 
makes it a city of keen demre for 
Germany which, in times of peace, 
uses it as an outlet for much of its 
ocean-going commerce. However, 
215|;Germany has “other fish to fry’ at 
the present moment and therefore 
the Belgian government and the 
royal family may feel safe behiad the 
Antwerp fortifications. 


ANTWERP’S GOLDEN AGE. 


In the past Antwerp suffered more 
than its share of outrage and pil- 
lage. in its early struggling days it 
was easily accessible to the piratica) 
Northmen, who rowed their war gai- 
leys up the placid Scheldt and piun- 
dered it. When affairs in Northern’ 
Kurope became less disturbed it at- 
tained great prosperity outrivaling 
even Venice and Genoa. In the mid- 
dle ages it became the scene of the 
banking operations of the famous 
fuggers, merchant princes who were 
the Rothschilds of their time. 

That was a golden age tor Antwerp. 
but then came the Spanish persecu- 
tlon under which the city rapidly de- 
clined. In the sixteenth century, 
when The Netherilanus sought to 
throw off the yoke of Spain, the cen- 
‘Tal part of Antwerp was destroyed, 
nearly 1000 magnificent ouildings 
were burned and upward of 7500 of 
‘he inhabitants were slain in the 
streets by fire and sword. Clive Hol- 
land speaks of this massacre as the 
St. Bartholomew of The Nether- 
lands and says: “On Antwerp's sur- 
render to the Duke Alexander of 
arma, after a alege of fourteen 
months, the population had been re- 
duced from 130,000 to less than 85,- 
000 and four years lawr this was 
further decreased by nearly 30,000 
souls. The trade of Antwerp was 
almost ruined.’ 

After the Spaniards came the Aus- 
trians, under whom the city con- 
tinued to decline, and not until the 
sitv came under the influence of the 
French did it rise again. Then Na- 
poleon I, recognizing the tmportance 
of the town from a st.ategic point of 
view, undertook great harbor works 
which were constructed in the first 
twe or three years of the nineteenth 
ventary. This brought about a re- 
vival of the shipping trade, which 
had a great effect on the general com- 
merce of the city. 

In 1814, 100 years ago, when the 
British and German allies joined to 
defeat Napoleon, Antwerp was he- 
sieged and though brilliantly defend- 
ed by the French under Carnot it 
surrendered to the British under Gen. 
Graham. Again, when Belgium was 
separated from Holland, the Dutch 
pombarded it and the French De- 
sieged it. 
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The Chimes at Night. 

[London Chronicle:] There is one 
nocturnal noise which most of us, 
when we hear it, contrive to tolerate. 
That man could have no music. in 
his soul who should grumble at the 
ringing of the midnight chimes. Do 
you remember the experience of 
“Henry Ryecroft?” I once passed a 
night in a little market town where 
I had arrived tired, and went to bed 
early. I slept forthwith, but was pres- 


ently awakened by I know not what; 
in the darkness there sounded a sort 
of music, and, as my brain cleared, 
I was aware of the soft chiming of 
church bells. Why, what hour could 
it be? I struck a light and looked 
at my watch. Midnight. Then a glow 
came over me. “We have heard the 


chimes at midnight, Master Shallow!”’ 


Never till then had I heard them. And 
the town in which I slept was 
Evesam, but a few miles from Strat- 
ford-on-Avon. 


Large European Familics. 

[Indianapolis News:] Referring to 
the recent announcement inthe 
French papers that the wife of a 
Paris postman had given birth to her 
twenty-first child, the German papers 
record that this figure is easily beaten 
in Berlin, where one man has twen- 
ty-six children. In this case the 
mother, who is only 39 years of age, 
has repeatedly had _ twins. Three 
other families in Berlin have twenty 
children, and there are no fewer than 
915 families in the German capital 
who have over ten children each, the 
number of such families having. in 
fact, doubled during the last year. 


These troubles kept Antwerp in a 
backward state, but its gravest mis- 
fortune in the early part of the last 
century was that Holland had the 
right to levy dues on vessels bound 
for Antwerp when they entered the 
Scheldt. Not until 1863 was the city 
relieved of this disability by the pay- 
ment to Holland of 36,000,000 franca 
or more than $7,00),000. This placed 
the city on the high road to regain 
its lost position as one of the great 
ports of Europe. From that time on- 
ward the commerce of the city rapid- 
ly increased and a large number of 
German, British and other foreign 
merchants settled here. 


GREAT IMMIGRATION PORT. 


In addition to being the gateway/ 
for Belgium's great import trade 
Antwerp is also the portal through 
which thousands upon thousands of 
Europeans have emigrated to America. 
For years past the average number 
of emigrants leaving it for other 
countries annually has been upward 
of 70,000. 

Antwerp has a great attraction for 
American, as well as European art 
students. It possesses many master- 
pieces of the painter's art in works of 
Rubens, the Van  Dycks, Tenlers, 
Quentin Matsys, Jordaens, Seghers and 
others who all in past times lived and 
worked there. 

“Antwerp may be truly called a 
Flemish city, while Brussels, on the 
other hand, might almost be called a 
little Paris,” remarks Clive Holland. 
“Few things strike the student of 
character and society more forcibly in 
Antwerp than the Flemish sentiment. 
Fiemish is generaly spoken, not alone 
by the common folk, but by many 
people of the middle and upper-mid- 
dle classes, although, of course, the 


and well pro- | 


wetter cam, and do when weceaunry, 


speak French. The latter tongue is 
the language of the greater commer- 
cial houses and all matters to do with 
the government of the town. On the 
other hand, in Brussels, French is 
much more frequently spoken even by 
the common people, and is almost uni- 
versally so in the homes of the better 
class.” 

Ghent, the city in which some news- 
paper correspondents, barred from the 
armies of the allies, have taken up 
quarters, is interesting to Americans 
because it was there that the famous 
treaty of Ghent wag signed in 1814 at 
the close of the war of 1813. It & 
often called the “Venice the 
North” because of the intersecting 
streams and canals which cut it up 
into a number of islands. The men 
of Ghent have always been great 
fighters and if their city were threat- 

ened today would give as ce an ac- 
cuant of themselves as did the burgh- 
ers in ancient days. 


FAMOUS BELFRIES. 


Although Ghent has undergone 
modernization it contains many inter 
esting relics of the past and has many 
quaint corners rich in medieva] bulld- 
ings. One of these is the fine early 
Gothic belfry with its huge gilded 
dragon, one of the spoils of the Cru- 
sades and said to have been brought 
from the Mosque of St. Sophia at 
Constantinople. This belfry contains 
the famous bell known as Roland 
upon which appears in Flemish an in- 
scription which, roughly transiated, 
reads: “My name is Roland, 
toll there is fire. When I ring there 
is victory in Flanders.” 

Belgium’s most famous bell is in 
“dear dead Bruges,” an ancient city 
not far from Ghent. Sweet, thin notes 
of melody come from the belfry 
which Longfellow wrote: 

“In the market-place of Bruges 
Stands the belfry old and brown, 
Thrice consumed and thrice rebuilded, 
Still it watches o’er the town.” 

One who hears these historic chimes 
in the evening and then a few mo- 


ments later emerges into the Grande 


Place, blazing with lights, and ec 
with the tinkle of the cafe planos 


the wail of the violing of a “ladies ore 


chestra” is struck with a sense 
incongruity as though the modern 
restless life of Ostend and Brussels 
had been suddenly transplanted te 
Bruges. The story of the dec'ine of 
Bruges from a proud, prosperous 
richly endowed city to the little more 
than tourist center which it ts today 
is full of pathos. Once it had a po 
lation of 200,000, tod.y it numbers 65,- 
000 souls. In the days of its great- 
ness it was the home of merchant 
princes, .who rivalled in wealth and 
pewer those of London. Its docks, now 
long since almost deserted except for 
artists and dreamers, were thronged 
with stevedores, sailors of many na- 
tions and bustling men of busiriess whe 


traded with India and the Orient, with — 


England, Spain and Pe 

Something of the magnificence of 
other days clings to Bruges even if 
the great palaces of the merchants 
the fifteenth century have fallen into 
decay and this attracts many to the 
gray old city. The story of old Bruges 
is full of the clash of arms, the in- 
trigues which afflicted Europe du 
the middle ages, and the treachery 
noble deeds which disfigure and adorn 
the history of most Beigian cities. The 
city, especially upon a fine Saturday 
night tn summer, has its oe joy- 
ous life, but decay has set its sea) 
upon much that is desirable fee) his- 
torically interesting. 


BARON STEUBEN MEMORIAL

Gen. von Steuben was torn Novem- 
ber 15, 1730, at Magdeburg and 
served with distinction in the 
of Frederick the Great. He sailed 
from Marsailles, France, on Septem- 
ber 16, 
month later tendered his zervices to 
Gen. Washington and to the Con- 
tinental Congress. Trained in the 
rigorious camp of Frederick the 
Great, schooled in all the know'tedge 
of the arts and tactics of war that 
the best military science of the time 
céuld provide, he welded out of a 
handful of shivering patriote during 
the trying winter at Valley Forge an 
army that astounded the world, 

Entirely unversed in the tactics of 
war, coming fresh from their farms 
with only their guns and a love for 
their country, the ragged continentals 
were far from being soldiers until the 
great German ‘Arillmas*er had 
marched his awkward squad up and 
dowh in the snow at Valley Forge, 
swearing at them in three languages 
on account of their lack of knowledge

-of the most elementary evolutions. 


He wrote the first drill regulations 
for the American army, he tatroduced 


system and economy in every branch 
of the service; in a word he organized 
what has become the United States 


army of today. 

Had Baron von Steuben ended his 
good work for his country with the 
drilling of the army and the writing 
of its first drill code, he would have 
been entitled to the gratitude of 
Americans. But he did not stop 
there. He fought through the war, 
though receiving repeated insulte from 
other generals of the continental 
army, and though taken to task by 
Congress for some of his acta, he re- 
mained steadfast to his purpose of 
aiding the American patriots in 
throwing off the yoke of England. 

About twenty miles north of Utica 
in a thick clump of woods on the 
fringe of the Adirondacks, Steuben 
lies buried. His grave is on a grant 
of land received by him from the 
State of New York soon after the 
close of the Revolutionary War.

DOCTORS; 
, ONE INJURY. 


Excited Neighborhood Calls 
String of Ambulances 
to Small Smash. 


Ten doctors in half a dozen 
ambulances were rushed post- 
haste to Ninth and Vermont last 
evening following telephoned 
reports from residents of the 
neighborhood of a street car 
collision, in which many were 
supposed to have been killed 
and injured. When the ambu- 
lances, comprising two police 
machines, one from the Coun- 
ty Hospital and three from pri- 
vate hospitals, arrived, their 
eccupants found one woman 
with a broken arm—Miss Hazel 
Cox, of No. 4600 West Eighth 
street. 

The collision was due to the 
failure to work of the brakes 
on northbound car No. 556, of 
the Vermont and Georgia line, 
at the 8 curve at that corner. 
Car No. 443, eastbound on West 
Ninth, crashed into the end of 
the cross-town car, splintering 
it badly and breaking the win- 
dows. The crash was heard for 
sevéral blocks.

The first shot entered Mrs. Smith’s 
right hand. So close was the gun to 
her abdomen that the _ side (flare 
burned her waist. With that she ran 
after the other passengers, Smith tak- 
ing two shots at her. Neither took 
effect. 

Jumping from the car still moving, 
her ankle twisted and she dropped in 
a heap. She hastily scrambled to her 
feet and Smith pursued. From the 
house at No. 1065 South Figueroa, C 
A. Reid, a lMnotype operator, ran out. 
He picked up a stone and gave chase. 
Smith, glancing back, saw him and 
turned. He snapped twice, but the 
gun, which he purchased yesterday 
morning, missed fire. Reid ran up to 
him and clouted him on the head with

Important Projects Subject 
of Conference Today. 


Imperial Valley Men Here to 
Sell a Good Crop. 


Two great purposes have brought 
representatives of the cotton inter- 


| ests of the Imperial Valley to Los An- 


geles for a conference this forenoon 
at the Chamber of Commerce. At- 
tention will be given first to the 


marketing of this season's cotton crop 


of 60,000 bales, valued at $4,500,000. 
The next move will be a campaign 
to interest capital to establish cotton 
mills in Los Angeles, San Francisco 
and San Diego to take care of all fu- 
ture cotton crops in the valley. 

The outlook for accomplishing both 
objects is regarded as favorable by 
men who arrived yesterday from the 
cotton district. The presence of at 
least three cotton buyers, one each 
from Chicago, Memphis and Japan, 
will give interest to this morning's 
conference. 

informal preliminary confer- 


ence was held yesterday morning at 
the Hollenbeck by John Foster Man- 
ning, sectetary of the Imperial Val- 
ley Chamber of Commerce: FE. P. 
Riggles, secretary of the Imperial 
Valley Long Staple Cotton Growers’ 
Association, and W. Compton of the 
First National Bank of Seeley. 

W. E. Wilsey of El Centro, presi- 
dent of the Cotton Growers’ Assovcia- 


‘tion, and about six other large cotton 


growers from the valley, are expected 
to be present at the meeting. today. 
The visitors will seek to interest the 
Chamber of Commerce in their cause 
at once. 
“The buy-a-bale plan ts working to 
slowly to relieve the acute situation 
in the valley,” Mr. Manning declared 
yesterday at the Hollenbeck. “Our 
purpose is to interest eastern buvers 
to take our present crop: The cot- 
ton crops the South are moving. 
We are having trouble for the reason 
that our output is. not large enough 
to attract buyers to our isolated loca- 
tion without extra effort. ' 


“FINEST IN WORLD.” 

~*“Tmperial Valley cotton is the 
finest in the world. Our product has 
the United States records and won 


the $1000 Silver Cotton Trophy in 
New York. We have been encouraged 
by receiving telegrams from several 
eastern buyers, who said thev would 
be present to attend tomorrow's meet- 
ing.” 

Mr. Manning said that one of the 
principal objects of the present gath- 
ering of representatives of the 
cotton interests of the vallev is to 
urge the necessity of establishing cot- 
ton mills {tn Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco and San Diego, and of enlarg- 
ing the mill at Oakland, the only one 
in California. He explained that the 
growers are seeking not only tem- 
porary relief, but a permanent market 
for their product near at hand. 

“The question of moving this vear’s 
crop: while serious, will be a bless- 
ing if it results In the establishment 
of at least three mills on the Pacific 
Coast.” Mr. Manning continued. ‘The 
only logical solution of the problem 
is to establish mills near at hand to 
supply the millions of dollars worth 
of cotton goods now consumed on the 
Coast, the cotton for which travels 
10,900 miles. 

normal conditions Imperial 
Valley and Baja California could fur- 
nish 100,000 bales of cotton which 
could be manufactured and placed in 
the hands of the purchasing public, 
saving at least $1,000.000 a year over 
goods bought from the Fast. 

“San Diego is a little bit ahead of 
Los Aneeles in its interest in cotton 
mills. Three acres of land have heen 
donated by the southefn citv. While 
this is not sufficient, the offer con- 
stitutes a definite move and shows an 
interest in the project.” 


GREAT DEMAND HERE. 


According to Mr. Mannine’s firures 
theré are 106 large department stores 
in twenty-one of the more important 
cities on the Coast, the largest es- 
tablishments being in Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, Oakland, San Diego, 
Sacramento and Fresno. These ¢on- 
cerns buy millions of yards of cotton 
goods, which are brought from the 
Fast. This enormous demand could 
well be supplied by local mills, us- 
ing Imperial Valley cotton, itn the 
opinion of the delegates of today’s 
conference. 

“The war in Europe ts stimulating 
the manufacture of cotton goods,” Mr. 
Manning explained. “The conflict has 
resulted in the re-opening of many 
eastern cotton mills, not only to take 
care of domestic demands, but to pre- 
pare for the needs of Europe. 

“What good will the Panama Canal 
do us if we do not take advantage of 
it? We should be‘manufacturing cot- 
ton goods from the local product and 


South and East and points in South 
America, where there is an enormous 
demand. 

“The Imperial: Valley can grow all 
of the cotton that can be worked up 
in mills on the:>:Coast. We could 
easily supply ten mills or more. _§ It 
simply is a question of increasing our 
acreage and that will be done as soon 
as there is a permanent market.”

Office for Cash Consideration. 
Protesting in vigorous terms against 

the method employed by F. G. Cres- 

sey, former pastor of a Hollywood 
church, to secure money for adver- 
tising candidates for judicial offices, 

Attorney H. A. Pierce, who seeks elec- 

tion to the office of justice of the 

peace, yesterday made the plan pub- 
lic and severely. condemned it. 

Mr. Cressey had mailed letters to all 
of the candidates for judicial offices, 
stating that a non-partisan and non- 
sectarian investigation is being made 
of the personal and professional fit- 
ness of all of them and that a list of 
those deemed most worthy will be 
mailed to 5000 church members in Los 
Angeles, together with a circular ap- 
pealing for support. 

In these letters Mr. Cressey referred 
to accompanying reply sheets on 
which the following was to be signed 
by the candidate: “If it is decided to 
include my name in the list of ap- 
proved candidates, I will mail you my 
cheek for $50 upon notification.” 

Rev. J. C. Pinkerton, president of 
the Los Angeles Church Federation, 
said last night that the federation had 
decided not to indorse Mr. Cressey's 
plan. 

Mr. Cressey declared it was a per- 
sonal proposition; that he believed the 
candidates who could qualify would be 
glad to get the indorsement that he 
had proposed. He said no church 
body had been asked to indorse the 
scheme and that the indorsement 
would be given by himself and sev- 
eral well-known church people.

CHIEF MOURNER. 


DISAPPEARS SAME DAY THAT 
BROTHER DIES. 


After Making Trip from Michigan 
to be with Relative at the End, 
Drops from Sight and has not been 
Heard of in Three Days—Funeral 
Today. 


Having vanished the day his 
brother died, Fred Musgrove, 45 years 
old, of Hersey, Mich., is sought by the 
police that he may attend the funeral 
in Rosedale Cemetery this afternoon. 
No motive has been advanced for the 
Strange disappearance. 

Ten days ago the illness.of James 
Musgrove, who was an employee of 
the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, 
with several thousand dollars fo his 
credit in a local bank, became of 
such a serious nature that his family 
in Michigan was advised. A brother, 
Fred, hurried West to be with the 
stricken man.

Officials of the company have 
not seen him since. 

Friday James Musgrove died. His 
body was removed to the Draper par- 
lors at No. 1142 South Los Angeles 
street. The brother has not viewed it. 
This afternoon burial services will be 
conducted at Rosedale Cemetery. 
Fred Musgrove, who would be chief 
mourner, probably will not be pres- 
ent unless the police reach him this 
morning and appraise him of his 
death.

THIRD-STREET 
BORE MOVING. 


Curious Discovery by the 
Tunnel Engineers. 


It’s Going North; that on Hill 
Also Restless. 


Geological Faults Cause of 
Peripatetic Freak. 


The Third-street tunnel is moving. 
Where it is going and how long it ex- 
pects to be in getting there are not 
known. Nothing, in fact, is known 
of the projected voyage of the famous 
old smooth-bore except that the gen- 
eral direction of its movement is 
north. This fact, taken in conjunction 
with the report that the Hill-street 
tunnel is also getting uneasy, has giv- 
en rise to the suggestion on the part 


of divers frivolous-minded persons 
‘that the two tunnels are trying to get 
together for the sake of company. 
That the Third-street bore is slow- 
ly moving, due to an uneven load, and 
in so doing is showing a tendency to 
fold up like a carpenter's rule, is the 
substance of the verdict of the tun- 
nel engineers who have been studying 
it and the hill overhead for the past 
ten days. The principal one of these 
is J. H. Levering, who was the con- 
sulting engineer for the company that 
insured the tunnel in 1900 and who 
represents John Luckenbach and oth- 
er interested property-owners in the 
present protest to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works against the scheme of re- 
pairs now in process of making. 
THE BORE THAT FAILED. 


“The arch of the Third-street tun- 
nel,” he said yesterday, “was modeled 
after Henry Drinker's plans for a tun- 
nel on the Pennsylvania Railroad. This 
tunnel fell down in thirteen years and 
Drinker, though he had written 
book on tunnel-construction, threw 
up engineering in disgust and went 
into law. He is now an attorney for 
the Lehigh Valley. 

“Drinker’s book was considered au- 
thoritative in its da, and the city of- 
ficials in constructing Third-street 
tunnel according to his. »ecifications 
were following Hoyle, so io speak. 
But, as Drinker’s tunnel fell down and 
as the Third-street tunne! is showing 
a constitutional weakness, the thing 
to do is to repair by building for the 
bridge load on both the Third and 
Hill-street tunnels. Ag for the Broad- 
way tunnel, the plan to put twenty- 
foot stilts under the arch is flying in 
the face of all accepted rules of en- 
gineering.”’ 
‘The common or garden variety of 
tunnel, the kind that have as much 
trouble in preserving their shape as a 
portly lady in a $1.50 corset, are by no 
means uncommon. But walking, or 
peripatetic tunnels are to be frowned 
on as contrary to rhyme and reason. 
Fancy the Third-street tunnel moving 
over night to Second street, or stretch- 
ing its ungainly length out over Hill 
street to obstruct traffic. 

When the great architect of the unt- 
verse put Bunker Hill together he 
used all sorts of material. This would 
never have been uncovered if the mu- 
nicipality had not built the Third- 
street tunnel. In doing so the under- 
pinning of the hill was disarranged 
and the result was that, even before 
the tunnel was completed, there was 
a cave-in that killed five men and 
choked the bore. Mr. Levering’s re- 
port on conditions, he said yesterday, 
had resulted in the insuring company 
repudiating its contract some days 
before this accident. 

“An inequality In thrust” is Mr. 
Levering’s explanation of the whole 
trouble. An arch is only efficient so 
long as the semi-circular pressure is 
equal. In the case of the Third- 
street tunnel the load is “eccentric,” 
which is, tantamount to saying that 
it is unequally distributed. 


TUNNEL BUCKLING, 


Draw a bead along either wall of 
the tunnel and one will see that they 
are out of line. Also the. “haunch” 
fof the bore is manifesting a tendency 
to fold inward. As a result, the bore 
is buckling and otherwise cavorting it- 
self along lines that a hand-fed tun- 
nel has no business in doing. 

“The repairs now under way,” said 
Mr. Levering, “will gloss over the de- 
ficiencies, but not make the tunnel 
safe. Let me say first, however, that 
I favor the open cut. We will have 
to come to it. But so long as we have 
a Third-street tunnel, put in steel 
arches and make it safe. Or, better, 
reconstruct the tunnel for a bridge 
load, retaining walls and a span to 
hold a down load.” 

For some months past the Third- 
street tunnel has been closed to traffic. 
Also the Angel’s Flight Railway Com- 
pany has been to the front with the 
contention that the foundations of its 
pavilion at the upper end of its tram- 
way have been settling. 

“There isn’t a solid wall up there,” 
said Mr. Levering yesterday. ‘Every 
one in close proximity to the tunnel 
shows cracks.”

Japanese Who Wanted to Find Ad- 
dress Beaten by Crooks and Robbed 
of Five Dollars. 

M. Watiri, a Japanese, living at 
Tenth and Kingsley drive, reported to 
the police yesterday that he had lost

didn’t know how to reach an address 
he sought. 

He boarded one of the Pico “owl” 
cars early yesterday morning and, in- 
stead of inquiring of the conductor, 
he asked one of a party of three men 
passengers where he so should get 
off to reach a certain number. 

“I know just where your stop is,” 
said the passenger with an effort at 
courtesy, “I'll tell you when we get 
there.”’

The‘attorneys also will support their 
motion by alleging that improper evi- 
dence was permitted. 

By its verdict the jury in the orig- 
inal trial broke the will which be- 
queathed to Misses Marjorie and 
Madeline Holyoke, nieces of the late 
lumber king of Bangor, Me., practical- 
ly all of his estate. Contest of the 
will was instituted by Sydney A. Holy- 
oke and Harry A. Hoiyoke, brothers, 
and sons of the deceased who were cut 
of with $100 each. They are repre- 
sented by former United States Sena- 
tor Flint and Attorney L. W. Jutten. 

That Fra H. Holyoke, who died 
et the Hotel Maryland, Pasadena, Oc- 
tober 3, 1911, was of unsound mind 
when he made his will the jury ac- 
cepted as a fact largely upon the tes- 
timony of Agnes Brooke-Nesbit, an 
English nurse, who attended Holyoke 
for some time before his death. On 
the witness stand she told of several 
remarkable incidents tending to prove 
the charge of insanity. 

Shortly before his death the nurse 
Gecilared that he directed her to go to 
the bureau and get his watch and 
diamonds. She said she had just 
started to obey his command when 
he called her back and asked her if 
she had chased the chickens out. She 
Geclared he was chasing imaginary 
chickens all of one night 

Upon another occasion the nurse 
eaid Holyoke, who was unable to leave 
his bed, told her he wanted to dress 
for breakfast, as he expected some 
guests. To humor him, she got his 
coat and trousers and he thrust his 
feet through the coat sleeves. The 
murse was emphatic in her belief that 
Molyoke was of unsound niind. 

There were other interesting facts 
brought out at the trial According 
to the evidence, Holyoke had been 
married three times and to the third 
wife he left but $1000. In his will 
Holyoke said: “I make no other pro- 
vision for her for the reason that on 
February 5, 1910, by an agreement in 
writing, I made a property settlement 
with her. I gave her $5000 in cash 
and agreed to pay her other sums. 

“This agreement was made by me 
after I discovered and secured from 
her a confession that she had been 
unfaithful to me.” | 

Referring to his sons and giving his 
reason for only bequeathing them 
$100 each, he said: “I make no other 
provision for them for the reason 
that for many years past there has 
been no Indication of any filial affec- 
tien on their part towards me.” 

Several bequests to charitable insti- 
tutions were made in the will, includ- 
ing the city of Brewer, Me., for ceme- 
tery purposes, $4000; Children’s Home 
of Bangor, $30,000; Bangor Theo- 
logical Seminary, $15,000; Bangor 
Home for Aged Men, $30,000; Bangor 
Public Library, $5600. 

The will was executed by Holyoke 
on August 18, 1911, while he was on 
his death bed. In attacking the will 
the attorneys for the contestants al- 
leged that Holyoke was induced to 
practically disinherit his two sons by 

designing persons.” 

Attorney Edwin F. Hahn, repre- 
eenting the defendant nieces, said yes- 
terday that the fight for a retrial of 
the case wil] be a bitter one. It is ex- 
pected that the arguments will not be 
completed before the regular hour of 
adjournment today. They will be 
started at 10 o'clock.

The Department of Agriculture 
Proves that Peaches and Apples can 
be Preserved in Water. 3 
{[St. Joseph News Press:] For the 
benefit of those who shy at the price 
of sugar, the Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington has recom- 
mended the following method of put- 
ting up peaches and apples without 
any sugar: 
“If the price of sugar is prohibitive 
one may can peaches so that they will 
keep indefinitely by using plain wa- 
ter instead of syrup. The following 
recipe may be used: Remove skins 
from peaches by immersing in boiling 
water for about one minute and then 
dipping in cold water. Place whole 
peaches in glass jars or tins and fill 
jars with hot water. Place rubber 
and top in place and sterilize for fif- 
teen minutes in hot-water-bath out- 
fits, twelve minutes in water-seal, ten 
minutes at five pounds steam pres- 
sure or five minutes at ten pounds 
steam pressure. Of course, the 
peaches when removed from the jar 
will not taste so sweet ag those canned 
in syrup. However, if sweetening is 
desired it may be added when the 
fruit is to be eaten. 
method is good for canning with 
syrups containing varying amounts of 
sugar. A very thin syrup may be 
used if the housewife does not wish 
to dispense entirely with the sugar. 
“Apples may also be canned (for 
applesauce, pie filling, 
Plain water instead of sugar syrup. 
Department specialists have repeat- 
edly canned them by this method. In 
the case of apples, jars should be 
sterilized sixteen minutes in hot-wa- 
ter-bath outfits, twelve minutes in 
water-seal, ten minutes under five 
pounds of steam, or four minutes 
under ten pounds of steam.” 
It thus appears that, notwithstand- 
ing the price of sugar, there is no 
necessity for going without peach and 
apple preserves. Rather, considering 
the prevailing prices for foodstuffs in 
general, it would seem that a plenti- 
ful supply of fruit preserves might 
prove exceedingly convenient next 
winter. In any event, here are the

“My own feeling is that it is not 
very far off.

“First, there is the moral argu- 
ment wherever we turn we are con- 
scious that in this matter there 
seems to be on every hand a great 
expectancy. Just as at the first 
advent—men were looking for some 
Sreat event to come to pass, so is it 
now. 

“Second, there is the physical argu- 
ment. One cannot be blind to the 
meaning of phenomena. We are on 
safe ground when we venture to read 
and interpret the meaning of the 
signs of the times. Between the ma- 
terial and the spiritual there has 
ever been a most intimate and sympa- 
thetic relationship. And the chaos 
and confusion of the first are but the 
travail pains indicating the birth of 
something great in the second is near 
at hand. 

“Last of all, there is the evangelistic 
argument. We know that the end 
will not be until the gospel is first 
preached in all the world. The only 
reliable clock so far as the return of 
Jesus is concerned is the missionary 
clock. Keep your eye on that.

WESTLAKE PRESBYTERIAN. 
THE REAL HEROES OF LIFE ARE 

THOSE WHO $= CONSCIENTIOUSLY 

PERFORM THE COMMON DUTIES. 

Dr. R. F. Coyle spoke on “Rowing 
Against the Wind” at the Westlake 
Presbyterian Church yesterday. 
part, he said: 

“It is the common, prosy, every- 
day duties of life, which excite no 
comment and attract no attention, for 
which more grace and more courage 
are needed than for anything else un- 
der the sun. Pulling at the oars in 
the teeth of the wind is hand-blister- 
ing, back-breaking work, rowing for 
dear life and achieving nothing, bare- 
ly holding one’s own, if not actually 
slipping back wifh every stroke—who 
can stand that without a touch of 
gloom and discouragement? If there 
is ever an hour when the great Help- 
er is needed it is then. It is cus- 
tomary when we speak of self-sacri- 
fice to think of those who go to Afri- 
ca or China, or the lonely islands of 
the sea, to live among the vile and 
degraded; to spend their years and 
their énergies ministering to them 
and trying to lift them up. It is sub- 
lime; it is magnificent, and no man 
can speak of it too highly. 

“But it is not necessarv to look so 
far afield for examples of this divine 
quality. There are illustrations of 
patience in house-cleaning, of hero- 
ism, of steadfast endurance in hum- 
ble fireside ministries, that would 
have reflected glory upon Horatius at 
the bridge ard added luster to the 
world-famous charge of the Light 
Brigade at Balaklava. 

“And it is here, and here supreme- 
ly, that Jesus is needed. When the 
voice of cheering is In our ears and 
men are clapping us on the back and 
we are walking on high places we 
are self-sufficing and feel quite equal 
to anything. Who wants a lift when 
the sky is bright and the wind is fair 
and things are coming his way al- 
most faster than he can take care of 
them? Not so, however, when we are 
down on the dusty road and our feet 
are sore and blistered and every step 
is a pain and a weariness. Not so 
when we trudge alone through the 
valley where the shadows hang and 
not a friendly word breaks into the 
enveloping darkness. Not so when 
the winds are contrary and we row 
with desperation and can hardly keep 
our boat from swinging back and go- 
‘Ing down. ‘Then if Jesus is on the 
mountain, we want Him. We want 
Him to leave His watching and pray- 
ing and come to our relief. We want 
Him on the hard familiar road. We 
want Him in the sequestered valley. 
We want Him on the rough sea and 
we want Him in the boat. 

“When we strive and strain and 
do our utmost and are found fault 
with; when we exhaust our ingenuity 
and our resources trying to keep 
things together and are criticised; 
when there comesto usthe suggestion 
to give up, the temptation to drop the 
oars and drift, and the feeling begins 
to creep upon us that we are beaten 
and that it is idle to struggle any 
longer, then, O Master of the sea and 
the mountain, come, come quickly. 
We need Thee.” 

REV. F. W. BURNHAM, 
WILSHIRE-BOULEVARD CHURCH. 
OBSERVANCE OF THE LORD’S SUPPER 

IS AN IMPORTANT PART OF THE 

CHURCH RITUAL. 

At the Wilshire-boulevard Christian 
Church Sunday morning the pastor, 
Rev. Frederick W. Burnham, preached 
on “Spiritual Valves of the Lord's 
Supper.” He said in part: 

“Neglect of a regular and spiritual 
observance of the memorial of the 
Lord's Supper is one of the causes of 
spiritual decline. Perhaps aie chief 
cause of neglect-is the failure of many 
to appreciate the spiritual significance 
of this sacred institution. It has for 
us great spiritual values. 

“First is its value to the persona 
life. The Lord’s Supper is to the 
devout believer an altar of atonement. 
Here he comes wetkly to acknowl- 
edge his sins to his Savior, to forsake 
them, to remember the cost of his 
redemption and to enter anew into 
the joy of forgiveness. 

“It is also a solemn covenant of 
grace. In the reverent partaking of 
these emblems the disciple renews 
his holy compact with his Lord, a 
compact which includes not only the 
believer's repudiation of a sinful life, 
but also the Father’s assurance of 
forgiveness and the renewal of His 
Holy Spirit. It should be remem- 
bered that the consciousness of hav- 
ing done wrong is not a ground for 
forsaking the Lord's table: but, con- 
versely, is just a reason for penitent- 
ly seeking it. He is not hypocritical 
who every week renews his covenant 
with his Lord, even though he finds 
himself again falling far short of its 
high ideals. The piano is not rejected 
because, under hard usage, it gets out. 
of tune. It is just tuned up again. 
So the Christian man who finds him- 
self unstrung by the battering temp- 
taffons of the world comes back to 


In 


his Lord to find the standard pitch 
for another week. 
“But there is, also, in this insti- 


ence, a soul glimpse into the infinite. 
There is here that lengthened vision 
in which the incidents of life assume 
their true proportion. Sorrows, dis- 
appointments and trials are here mol- 
lified. In this sacred presence one’s 
spirit finds its own conscious fellow- 
ship with the divine. 

“I have stood in some of our art 
galleries, drinking their beauty 
and sweetness like a bird at a foun- 
tain, and have felt the mellow  in- 
fluence of their genius. I have stood, 
with uncovered head, amid the moun- 
tain peaks while the awe of their 
sublimity thrilled my soul. I have 
watched by the shores of the great 
sea while the billows, rolling in from 
out the mighty deep, brought their 
messages of ceaseless power. I have 
‘Sat midst darkness impenetrable and 
silence overwhelming deep down in 
the caverns of the earth and felt the 
impress of timeless eternity. I have 
stood beneath the midnight stars, 
witnessing their deathless testimony 
to His eternal glory until my own 
*pirit seemed to catch the glow of 
their steadfast shining. But nowhere 
else do I seem to come so near to 
the hem of His seamless robe as when 
I bow iff solemn meditation about 
the table of our Lord and partake 
of the symbols of -His sacrificial 
death.”

An Italian Princess Regains Health 

as Result of Clever Deception by 

Her Loyal Servants. | 

{Kansas City Journal:] In 1805 
Ferdinand IV, was driven from the 
throne of Naples. All the members 
of his family, except an aged half- 
sister, fled to Sicily. 

The victorious French, who had 
driven Ferdinand frofn the thrcne, 
treated the old lady with every con- 
sideration. The new King, Joseph 
Bonaparte, left her property and her 
income virtually intact. But he did 
order that the sentry who always had 
stood before the door of the Princess 
and had saluted when she passed, 
should be removed. And on this 
point, in spite of the Princess's pleas, 
he remained firm. The Bourbons 
ceased to reign, he said, and no royal 
honors could properly be accorded to 
a member of the family.

Accord- 
ingly they fashioned a great wcoden 
soldier, of dignified and martial ap- 
pearance; on this dummy, they paint- 
ed the gay uniform of the Neapolitan 
grenadier.. They set the figure in a 
sentry box by the gate of the Prin- 
cess’s residence, and waited for their 
mistress to drive out. 

They counted on the nearsighted- 
ness of the Princess, and on the fact 
that she always passed through the 
gate in her carriage, to make the ruse 
su And when at last the 
carriage did pass, they saw by the 
giad flush that came to the Princess's 
face that she had nct 
deception. 

From that time the Princess re- 
vived. The sentry never left his post, 
and the Princess never discovered the 
ruse by which her loyal servants had 
restored her spirits and her health. 
But occasionally she did complain 
that under the new regime, soldiers 
did not present arma, as they had done 


in the days when her brother was

Allan Freeman, nestor of Baptist 
ministers of Southern California, cele- 
brated hig 93rd birthday anniversary 
today, 

When Rev. Mr. Freeman made his 
first trip to California it occupied sev- 
en months. The leng journey was 
made with ox team, in the year 1857. 
He settled at San Bernardino, where 
he was pastor of the first Baptist 
church organized there. Later he re- 
moved to El Monte, and was pastor 
there. For a long time he supplied 
both the San Bernardino and the El 
Monte churches. At that time there 
was no railroad service and he made 
the trip on horseback, a distance of 
rd miles. No salary was received by 


He was elected the first Superin- 
tendent of Schools that a Bernar- 
dino county had. He ordained the 
first Baptist preacher in Southern 
California. Notwithstanding the hard- 
ships which were experienced in cross- 
ing the plains from Texas to Cali-| 
fornia, and the worries and trouble 
he has had since, Mr. Freeman is in 
excellent health at his advanced age. 

Rev. Mr. Freeman, A. S. Harris and 
I. C. Curtis, all pioneers, organized 
the Baptist church at Santa Ana in 
1874. Mr. Harris and Mr. Curtis are 
not living. Mr. Freeman owns one 
of the four artesian wells that were 
first put down here and it was after 
these wells that the town was named. 

At the reunion in honor of the aged 
retired minister were two couples 
whom the guest of honor had mar- 
ried in Texas in 1851. They were 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Eads, who re- 
side on McClintock street,-Los Ange- 
les, and Mr. and Mrs. James Elliott, 
who were married in 1856. They re- 
side in Artesia. 

Mr. Freeman’s children were pres- 
ent and include Mrs. Harriet Hollings- 
worth, who has been employed as an 
emergency teacher in the Los Angeles 
city schools for several years; Miss 
Ellen Freeman, John F. Freeman, now 
constable of Artesia district; William 
F. Freeman, Uplands; Richard Free- 
man, A. J. Freeman and Thomas L. 
Freeman, residing at Artesia.

DEVELOP LAND. 


Electrical Power Aids Ranch 
Owners to Grow. 


- 


Twenty Thousand Acres of 
Orchards Irrigated. 


Schools to Exhibit at San 
Diego Exposition. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE } 
000 acres of orchard are irrigated with 
water from pumping plants is a state- 
ment made today by W. L. Deimling, 
district manager of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison Company. Through 
pumping plants, pastures and mar 
used for growing beans and grain have 
been turned into citrus fruit, walnut 
and apricot orchards. 

Deimling, as a “blue juice” man is 
especially interested in the pumping 
Plants run by electricity, of which 
there are 400 out of 700 in the county. 
To run the plants, the Edison company 
supplies a connected load of 12,000 
poem power. As indicating the ad- 
vancement made in the use of elec- 
tricity, Delmling shows that 15,699 
horse power is carried on the com- 
pany’s lines in the Santa Ana -district, 
as against 1159 horse power in 1905. 
Until pumping plants were proven 
successful, many of the 20.000 acres 
now irrigated by pumping plants were 
considered almost worthless. Water 
made a great difference.. Land worth 
$100 an acre went to $400 and $500 in 
some sections, and $1000 in others. 
Some of the bean growing land worth 
$250 for beans, became worth $1200 
for citrus fruit. 


EXTENSIVELY USED. 


Electrically propelled plants are be- 
fing used extensively to supplement the 
gravity flow of the two biggest irriga- 
tion companies in the county—the 
Santa Ana Valley Irrigation Company, 
which supplies lands around Olive, 
Orange, Santa Ana and Tustin, an@ the 
Anaheim Unton Water Company, 
which trrigates lands around Anaheim, 
Placentia and Fullerton. 

These two companies get their grav- 
ity water from the Santa Ana River. 
Four months of each year they oper- 


constant supply of 1500 horse power in 
juice. One of the Anaheim Union 
Water Company’s wells throws a 
stream of 450 inches. 

The San Joaquin Fruit Company, 
which owns 1000 acres near Tustin, de- 
veloped its water in the lowlands and

Through pumping plants alone 1000 
acres was transformed from dry farm- 
ing to Irrigated lands.

De Wolf Hopper wasn’t born. He 
was just made to order to play Ko-

“The Mikado.” 

It was “The Mikado,” with its 
catchy music, its whimsical satire and 
the unctuous Hopper humor, which 
opened the Gilbert & Sullivan opera 
season at the Majestic last night. 

So long has Mr. Hopper been iden- 
tified with the piece that “The Mi- 
kado” without him would be the Ger- 
man empire without the Kaiser, an 
oyster cocktail without the tobasco, 
a patriotic musical comedy without 
George Cohan’s name. 

Of course he had to make a speech 
between curtains, and rambled along 
in that droll way of his, first about 
the nineteen different brands of 
weather the company had met (oh, 
yes, Hopper can even “put over” the 
weather in a speech!) and fleas, and 
funny 
way, he gossiped about the charac- 
ters in the opera. 

“I’m awfully alone on this Japan- 
ese isle,”” he plaintively began confi- 
dentially. “All these people hate me, 
the whole bunch, Yum-Yum, Pooh- 
Bah, Pish-Tush (Chow I loathe that 
name,) Nanki-Poo, Katisha; I haven't 
a friend in the world. And aren't 
they the mean crowd? Say, that 
Pooh-Bah, he’s smooth on the out- 
side, but he's the original king of 
the velvet knock and mean!

PROPHECY REGARDING GERMAN
